apart as Canada, the Philippine Islands, India, and 


Jamaica. 


The jelly sells for prices up 
to £A40 (£32 sterling) an 
eunce and o hive wilt yield 
about 1/24th of an ounce a 
weels during the scason, 

Known variously as bees’ 
milk, chyle, apiserum and 
saliva: honey, the jelly has 
been described os a piquant, 
Blightly acid substance with a

Plans for atomle tankers have 
nlso been submitted by a group 
composed of the  Ishilcnwajima 
Shipyard, the Hitachi Shipyard, 
the Mitsul Shipyard, the Japan 
Steclt Tube Company and the 
Maritime Sofety Ayency.

RECESSION POLICY SPLITS US 


Future Of American 
_ Economy Lies 
With Decision 


By HENRY 


BRANDON 


Se. Washington, Feb. 25. 

A fierce argument over how to deal with 
the deepening economic recession is 
now in progress between the Eisenhower 
Administration on the one hand and 
business, labour and most politicians on 
the other. The future of the American 
economy will depend on its outcome. 


“My Eisenhower is still convinced 


that the 


Government, by holding to its present line, can 
ride out the recession without big spending 
or tax cuts. But labour leaders, politicians 


—Republicans 
business and 


and Democrats 
industry favour more energetic 


alike—and 


economic pump-priming. 
The struggle between the two sides will become 


sharper 
unfavourable news 
economy develops. 


But the President has agreed 
to follow the predominant ad- 
vice he Is receiving, which ts to 
walt for another two months or 
no when it will be clearer whe- 
ther an upturn fs likely to 
develop or not. 

His advisers still believe that 
this {s primarily a classical “In- 
ventory recession” due to tem- 
porary overstocking of goods. 

Some. Independent economists 
believe that it Is also a “capital 
goods recession," meaning a 
productive capacity of goods be- 
yond the public's willingness to 
hbsorb St, at least ut present 
prices. 


Cuts Opposed 


What puzzles and. annoys the 
Administration Is that industry 
so fat has refused to cut prices, 
even thouch raw-material prices 
have fallen. The automobile in- 
dustry in Detroit, the “bcll- 
wether” of the American 
economy, stubbornly refuses to 
reduce prices even though tts 
profits, Government ¢xperts be 
lieve, would permit this. Instead 
the manufacturers advocate that 
the Government should first cut 
taxes. 

Detroit is certainly worried 
by the realisation that {ts love 
affair with the consumer, who 
until recently was willing to 
buy year after vear bigger and 
blerer monstrosities, has end- 
ed, but at the same time they 
are not too unhappy because the 
recession puts them into n more 
favourable position to resist 
union demands In forthcoming 
wore negotiations. 

In trying to prevent what It 
thinks would’ be a new Infla- 
tlonary spiral the Admintstra- 
Uon Js causing hardships which 
ore bhonnd to have deep cmo- 
tional impact. Therefore .the 
tabour unions and members of 
Congress are demanding strong 
antl-recession measures. 

Most of the President's ad- 
visers ate confident that they 
could halt the recession effec- 
tlvely even if they were to walt 
for action until next May. A tax 
cut, which the Administration 
definitely opposes now, would 
then be’ the first measure it 
would consider. 

It Js In thls uncertain situa- 
tlon that 
will launch its foreign-ald pro- 
gramme next week. To make it 
mere popular the Admintstra- 
tion will call representatives of 
nearly all.national organisations 
from Boy Scouts to the Lengue 
of Women Voters: to Washington 
and subject them {to such per- 
suasive speakers ‘as the Pre- 
sldent, Mr Truman, Mr Dulles, 
Mr Dean Acheson and others, 

But in Congress there is a 
feeling that the ald programme 
is rapidly losing public support 
and ‘will be cut heavily. It will 
be diMeult, members my, to 
vote for forcign ald but refuse 
ald at home in o recession. 

Many people fccl also that 
the growing antagonism to 
foreign. ald reflects _eome sort 
in public mind, a 
of foreign commit~ 
ments, weariness: aven of tho
